THE STEPS BY WHICH I BECAME A PROGRESSIVE 


By JANE ADDAMS 


W hen 
I 
try 
to 
write 
down 
the 
steps by which I became a Progres­ 
sive, I am inclined to trace them first 
to tho gradual discovery that philan­ 
thropic effort everywhere iB merging 
anta civic effort. In fact, the line be­ 
tween philanthropy and politics is so 
constantly changing that it is 
very 
difficult to know when the given step 
has been taken, which carried one 
from the first field into the second 
To illustrate from my own experi­ 
en ce: 
When I first went to live at 
Mull-House in 1889, one of the most 
conspicuous things upon the streets 
were the women and children who con­ 
stantly passed with huge m asses 
of 
clothing on their backs or in their 
arm s, which they were carrying from 
the sweatshops. This clothing disap­ 


peared into the dark halls and up the 
narrow stairw ays of tenement houses 
to be finished in crowded little homes 
where the entire family sewed upon 
it late into the following night. But 
because the season was so short and i 
the pay so small in spite of their ut- j 
most Efforts they never earned enough j 
to tide them through the long, dull I 
season which followed the period of! 
rush work; and the poor widow who! 
worked at home that she might be: 
with her children and have their h elp ,1 
always had to receive charitable aid 
because her pay was far below a living ! 
standard. 
When Hull-House, with 
the

unions of Chicago, began an agitation

child might begin to work, 
it 
was 
these underpaid women and their un 
dernourished children whom we hop 
ed to help. W e had found that there 
were too many of them, the effects of 
their wretched mode of life were too 
far-reaching to be cared fbr by any 
private philanthropy, and were con­ 
vinced that only a state-wide regula­ 
tion could make an Impression upon 
the situation. 
It Is difficult for me to remember 
ju st when I became convinced that It 
was useless to provide c la sp s and so­ 
cial diversions for working girls who 
were too tired to profit by them, 
be­ 
cause of the overstrain due to long 
hours and night work; but It was cer­ 
tainly many years ago, in 1893, that I 
was one of an ardent group who ap­ 
peared before the Illinois Legislature 
to urge the enactm ent of an eight-hour 
law for women. During the winter of 
its 
enforcement, 
the 
Hull-House 
classes were full of 
working 
girls, 
glad to use their new leisure for self- 
improvement; and 
their 
disappoint­ 
ment rehiains in my mind as one of 
the sharp, definite results which fol­ 
lowed the decision of the Illinois 
Su­ 
preme Court that the law was uncon­ 
stitutional. 
I could go on through many pages 
reciting my experiences as I “learned 
of life;” to use Dante's fine phrase, Bhd 
became convinced that only the people 
themselves, by utilising 
their 
own 
powers of self-government could rec­ 
tify the evils which the rapid develop­ 
ment of modern 
industry 
and 
the 
crowded city had brought about. Long 
before I knew that two million people 
in the United States are compelled to 
do Sunday work I was distressed over 
the hundreds or men in our neighbor­ 
hood who never had a day 
off 
for 
family life or for 
quiet 
recreation; 
these men seemed an illustration of 
the sheer stupidity of consuming all 
of life's energies in order 
to 
keep 
alive. 
* Hull-House is not 
In 
a 
criminal 
neighborhood, and yet^ we 
have 
our 
share of convicts whose labor adds to 
the profits of prison contractors while 
their fam ilies suffer. The shame and 
wrong of such an arrangement 
was 
made clear through personal acquaint­ 
ance with those families who faced 
actual warft in order to hide their dis­ 
grace, for they would not apply to es­ 
tablished charities lest the family se­ 
cret be discovered. 
I know hundreds of other families 
in which the bread-winner had been 
crippled and killed through industrial 
accidents, before I realized that in old 
er and wiser nations such families are 
cared for through a well devised sys­ 
tem of social insurance. 
I have always been particularly ap­ 
pealed to by forlorn old age, and Hull- 
House has long had a pension list of 
old people who had reached the end 
of their working strength 
and 
yet 
could not bring themselves to go to 
the poor-house. Nothing is more piti­ 
ful than this premature old age whicli 
comes so swiftly to the man who has 
gone to work too young and has work­ 
ed too hard throughout his life. More 
than one case whom we have sent to 
the hospital has been diagnosed as 
premature senility although the man 
was still in the forties and once or 
twice in the thirties. But no private 
philanthropy, not even with the fine 
help of the Associated Charities 
of 
Chicago, can begin to care for these 
old people in their homes 
as 
they 
should be cared for; only some sys­ 
tem of old age pensions, such as the 
Germans have, can make an impres­ 
sion on the situation. 
For all of these reasons, and many 
more, I was gradually 
driven 
from 
philanthropic efforts to political 
ac­ 
tion. I was glad to appear before one 
session of the Legislature after an­ 
other to urge improvements of our 
child labor law, and I was grateful for 
every 
bft 
of 
remedial 
legislation 
which Illinois placed upon its statute 
books; the 
improved 
factory 
code. 
which protected men from unguarded 
machinery and the more obvious in­ 
dustrial discases; tho ten-hour 
law 
secured largely through the efforts of 
the working girls them selves and fi­ 
nally sustained by tile Supreme Court 
of tho state and for much else. 
Of 
course, we all rejoiced in tho splendid 
legislation of Wisconsin, but, after all, 
taking the country as a whole, it was 
pretty discouraging and one constant­ 
ly felt the futility of detached and par­ 
tial effort. 
I found myself a member of one na­ 
tional body and another, which w’as 
organized to secure concerted action 
such as the 
National 
Child 
Labor

Los Angeles county has opened war 
on the “mealy bug,” a small parasite 
which preys on orange 
and 
lemon 
trees. 
According 
to 
Horticultural 
Com­ 
missioner Woo'j,, the ’mealy bug,” or 
l'seud<*coccu$ Adonidum, is the worst 
form of scale and the hardesj to con­ 
trol. 
It nas been known in Los An­ 
geles (jaunty for thirty years, but in 
some sections is much 
more 
pra­ 
line and persistent than ever before. 


O rchards Ordered Clean 
As the first gun in the 
campaign 
to exterminate this 
pest, 
Commis­ 
sioner Wood has issued notices to ail 
citrus growers 
to 
clean 
up 
their 
orchards within five days. 
After the 
expiration of this date 
tile 
county 
will start 
fumigating 
infected 
or­ 
chards. 
To effectually destroy the “mealy 
bug.” it is necessary to use fumiga­ 
tion having twice the strength neces­ 
sary to destroy black scale or other 
parasites. 
One or two 
applications 
may not be sufficient to do the work. 
It is tnore man likely that some in­ 
jury will result to the orchards from 
m e strength of the fumes. 


Wood Expects Friction 
“We hate to begin 
toe 
work of 
fumigating for the mealy bug, for it 
will doubtless cause friction between 
this 
department 
and 
soifie 
fruit 
growers.” said Commissioner 
Wood. 
“Whether it does or not, 
we 
have 
reached a point where the battle must 
begin. 
Sections of the foothill dis­ 
trict about South Pasadena, Alham­ 
bra, Arcadia, Monrovia, Duarte and 
Whittier are seriously affected. Whit­ 
tier lias made a persistent fight and 
is better on than some of the other 
sections.

Monrovia Fruit exchange reports that 
preparations for frost protection that 
are being made by the smudging de­ 
partm ent of tile organization are com­ 
ing forward very satisfactorily, says 
the Monrovia News. 
The association 
has begun building two large reser­ 
voirs for the storage of oil to be used 
in smudge pots, one at Duarte aud 
one at Monrovia. 
Each grow er who 
smudges will have a reservoir which 
will be filled from the central one. its 
capacity will range from 3000 to 7000 
gallons, according to the size of bls 
orchard. 
These reservoirs will be of 
concrete and will be placed 
under 
ground with pumps for lifting the oil. 
Growers are also 
equipping 
them ­ 
selves with alarm therm om eters set 
to go off at 30 degrees. 
Smudge pots 
to the num ber of 23,000 have been or­ 
dered and are expected to arrive the 
latter part of the week. 
It is figured 
that IOO to the acre will be needed in 
frost districts, and that about 
JOO 
acres in this territory should 
have 
protection.
